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SUBJ: AIRPORT DETENTION CASE: ALVIN AND ANITA GRAY 

1. SUMMARY: AMCITS ALVIN AND ANITA GRAY WERE DETAINED 
FRIDAY AFTERNOON AT THE CUSTOMS CHECKOUT POINT OP 
LENINGRAD'S PULKOVO AIRPORT. THEY MISSED THEIR FLIGHT TO 
LONDON AND WERE RESCHEDULED TO DEPART LENINGRAD SATUR- 
DAY, FEBRUARY 18 POR NEW YORK VIA HELSINKI. THEY WERE 
ADVISED TO CONTACT AMEMBASSY HELSINKI UPON ARRIVAL. 

END SUMMARY. 

2. POST RECEIVED TELEPHONE CALL ABOUT 1300 PEBRUARY 17 
FROM I.M. DANILOV, DEPUTY CHIEP OP PULKOVO AIRPORT CUSTOMS 
THAT TWO AMERICAN CITIZENS, MR. AND MRS. GRAY, HAD BEEN 
FOUND IN POSSESSION OF CERTAIN ANTI-SOVIET MATERIALS WHICH 
THEY HAD NOT DECLARED TO CUSTOMS OFFICIALS. 

DANILOV STATED THAT ON THE BASIS OF THESE MATERIALS THE 
GRAYS HAD BEEN TOLD THEY WERE SUBJECT TO A PERSONAL SEARCH 
BUT THAT THEY HAD DECLARED THEIR REFUSAL TO SUBMIT TO 
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SUCH A SEARCH. DANILOV AGREED NOT TO ENFORCE 

SEARCH UNTIL CONGENOFP COULD ARRIVE AT AIRPORT AND SEE 

GRAYS. 

3. THE MATERIALS POUND ON GRAY INCLUDED ONLY XEROXED COP- 
IES OF JEWISH EMIGRATION MATERIALS IN ENGLISH WHICH 

HE BROUGHT WITH HIM PROM THE USA AND SOME ADDRESSES OF 
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REFUSENIKS WHICH HE ALSO CLAIMED HE HAD BROUGHT FROM THE 
US. HE STATED THAT HE HAD BEEN TO VISIT REEUSENIKS AND 
DISSIDENTS IN MOSCOW INCLUDING MRS. IRINA ORLOVA AND MRS. 
SAKHAROVA WHOM HE MET AT ORLOVA'S APARTMENT. HIS ADDRESSES 
INCLUDED THOSE OE MEYMAN, BRAYLOVSKIY, AND SLEPAK. 

4. CUSTOMS AUTHORITIES REJECTED CONGENOEF'S REQUEST THAT 
THEY NOT ENEORCE THE BODY SEARCH BUT ACCEDED TO GRAY'S 
DEMAND THAT CONGENOFE WITNESS GRAY'S SEARCH AND THAT 
RAY WITNESS WILE'S SEARCH. THE SEARCH COULD BE DESCRIBED 

AS PEREUNCTORY, AND BOTH GRAYS REPORTED THEY EELT THEY HAD 
GOTTEN BY LIGHTLY. 

5. MR. AND MRS. GRAY WERE ASKED BY CUSTOMS OEEICIALS TO 

SIGN PROTOCOLS OP THE SEARCH WHICH WERE TRANSLATED TO THEM 
BY CONGENOFE. MRS. GRAY'S PROTOCOL STATED NOTHING HAD BEEN 
POUND. MR. GRAY'S PROTOCOL STATED, HOWEVER, THAT THERE HAD 
BEEN POUND QUOTE NOTES OF A TENDENTIOUS CHARACTER ON THE 
SO-CALLED JEWISH QUESTION END QUOTE, BUT THESE WERE THE 
SAME NOTES THAT HAD BEEN DISCOVERED IN MR. GRAY'S POCKETS (#) 
THE SEARCH, BUT MR. GRAY WAS ASKED TO WRITE ANEXPLANATION 
OP WHY HE HAD NOT DECLARED THESE MATERIALS. HE WROTE THAT 
HE DID NOT KNOW THE ITEMS WERE ANTI-SOVIET; TO THE RE-(#) 

HE OBTAINED THE MATERIALS, HE DEMURRED AND WROTE, AS THE 
CUSTOMS OPPICIAL SUGGESTED, THAT HE HAD FORGOTTEN. THIS 
STATEMENT WAS SEPARATE FROM THE PROTOCOLS, AND BOTH MR. AND 
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MRS. GRAY DECLINED TO WRITE COMMENTS ON THE LATTER DOCU-(#) 

OP DOCUMENTS CONCERNING A "TRIAL", BUT NO SUCH DOCUMENTS 
WERE SEEN AND THE MATTER WAS HASTILY DROPPED. COMMENT: 

SINCE SEVERAL PERSONS, INCLUDING TWO PLAINCLOTHESMEN, WERE 
PRESENT AT THE PROCEEDINGS, AUTHORITIES MAY HAVE SUSPECT- 
ED THAT THE GRAYS WOULD ATTEMPT TO CARRY OUT SOME MATERIALS 
ON THE ORLOV OR SHCHARANSKIY CASES. END COMMENT. 

6. IT PROVED IMPOSSIBLE TO BOOKGRAYS ON ANY OTHER FRIDAY 
FLIGHT FROM LENINGRAD ANDTHEY WERE PROVIDED ACCOMMODA- 
TIONS INDOWNTOWN HOTEL AND WERE GIVE ONE DAY EXTENSION 
OP THEIR VISAS. THEY WERE SEEN OPF FROM LENINGRADBY CON- 
GENOFP. THEIR ITINERARY IS:
